District  voted  to  raise  teachers'  salaries  $350  more  than 
planned  for  by  the  School  Board.

At  the  Union  meeting  in  Hudson  on  May  13th,  Mr. 
Gains  Barrett  was  nominated  for  acting  Superintendent 
at  the  same  salary,  $1,400  excess. 

Through  the  will  of  the  late  Willis  B.  Kendall,  there  has 
been  left  the  sum  of  $2,000,  the  proceeds  of  which  is  to 
be  used  to  conduct  a  prize-speaking  contest  for  the  chil- 
dren. The  School  Board  is  deeply  grateful  and  will  plan 
for  same  when  It  is  available.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


February  23,  1944 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bedford: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools: 

Our  schools  are  inevitably  affected  by  war  conditions. 
So  far  we  have  been  able  to  secure  experienced  teachers 
for  all  schools.  Last  spring  Mr.  Maurice  Adams  resigned 
and  Mrs.  Josephine  A.  Fearon  substituted  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  year.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  her  serv- 
ices. 

Mr.  Adams  had  taught  in  this  position  for  the  past  six 
years.  He  was  a  good  teacher  and  a  careful  thorough- 
going instructor  in  all  school  subjects.  The  graduates  from 
his  school  did  well  in  high  school  work. 

During  the  summer,  Mrs.  Edna  MacAskill  resigned  to 
take  another  position  in  Exeter.  "We  regretted  very  much 
to  lose  her  from  our  teaching  staff.  She  was  an  exception- 
ally good  teacher  for  the  intermediate  grades. 

For  the  current  year  Mrs.  Ellen  Forbes  Graham  of  Man- 
chester took  Mr.  Adams'  place  at  Donald  Street,  upper 
grades,  and  Mrs.  Reta  Remick,  a  former  teacher  in  the  Bed- 
ford schools,  was  secured  for  the  intermediate  grades  in 
the  Stevens  Buswell  School. 

Twenty-three  pupils  graduated  last  June.  The  com- 
bined graduation  in  the  Town  Hall  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Katherine  Bartlett,  the  music  teacher, 
was  truly  a  great  event.  It  showed  clearly  that  under 
capable  leadership  and  cooperation  of  all  the  teachers  what 
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our  children  can  do  in  a  large  public  performance.  "We 
plan  to  have  a  combined  graduation  again  this  year.  The 
number  of  candidates  for  graduation  is  about  the  same  as 
for  the  past  two  years. 

Including  one  from  the  previous  year,  nineteen  Bedford 
pupils  entered  the  Manchester  West  High  School.  "We  are 
very  pleased  to  report  that  everyone  has  given  a  good  ac- 
count of  himself.  Two  secured  average  marks  for  the  half 
year  above  90%;  five  attained  a  grade  of  between  85  and 
89%;  eight  averaged  between  80  and  84%;  three  75  to 
79%  and  one  only  below  75%,  the  mark  being  74%.  This 
is  an  excellent  record  of  which  we  should  all  be  very 
proud.  The  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
thorough  preparation  of  the  Bedford  pupils  for  high 
school  work. 

I  am  concerned  about  the  much  smaller  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  this  year,  especially  Stevens 
Buswell  and  Peter  "Woodbury.  At  the  present  time  the 
number  in  the  Stevens  Buswell  school  is  forty-nine,  which 
does  not  warrant  the  continuation  of  three  teachers  in  this 
building.  If  the  number  of  pupils  remains  the  same  next 
September  I  recommend  that  we  re-organize  the  school  on 
a  two-teacher  basis. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  ex- 
cellent cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  teachers,  pupils 
and  all  others  who  have  made  the  work  of  the  past  year 
very  pleasant  and  successful.
